Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-8, 10, 12, 
and 14 are allowed for the reasons set forth in the Office Action of 26 February 2008 and re- 
iterated herein. 

The prior art does not teach or fairly suggest the method of analyzing the production of 
one or more selected metabolites of a biochemical reaction network producing metabolites using 
linear equations and inequalities of the network mathematically forming a convex solution space 
(flux cone), calculating vectors of the flux cone, generating extreme pathways and eliminating an 
internal reaction flux to produce an altered network.
